People j)ersUl In comparing the present era wltii 
that following the first World War. Actually there is 
very little to compare and Llie sooner this Is realized, 
the sooner the countrj' can approach problems as Uiey 
exist today, particularly in tlic field of taxation and gov- 
ernment debt. In the latter, the comment of the presi- 
dent of a large life insurance company is significant: 

"At the end of the first war, the Federal debt 
had, it is true, risen to -what then seemed staggering 
ilgures — from roughly one billion in 1916 to 25 billions 
in 1919. Large as this total was, it still was not of over- 
powering significance as compared with other forms of 
debt, for it represented less .tlian one fifth of the total of 
all forms of public and prvale debt of the country. 

"By contrast, at the end of the Victory Drive In 
1945 the Federal debt will be approximately 280 bil- 
lions. Accustomed as we are to huge figures, it is almost 
impossible to understand the full ImpIlcaUons of this 
enormous f'ederal debt. We arc in the forest and can- 
not see over the trees — but we do know that govern- 
ment debt is now over twice as large as all other forms 
of debt combined, including state and municipal obli- 
gations. 

"Here Is another significant comparison: In 1919 
the U. S. government debt was only about one-third the 
size of all the bonds, notes and mortgages of industrj', 
farms and real estate. Todaj' the Federal debt, instead 
of being only one-third, is almost three times the size 
of all forms of -private debt." 

• « • 

Labor Peace is Possible 

Experiences has shown that it is possible to set 
up legal guideposts that can effectively curb strikes. Don- 
ald R. Richberg. co-author of the Railway Labor Act, 
believes: "The way to prevent strikes is to establish, 
first, a dutj' imposed by law upon both employers and 
employes to make cverj' reasonable effort to settle any 
differences by negotiation hotwecn representatives duly 
authorized to act in behalf of the respective parties. 
The law should aiso provide that, until peaceful effort 
to settle labor controversies has been exhausted, neither 
iparty shall take any one-sided action to change condi- 
tions or to gain an advantage over the other. 

"If peaceful negotiations between authorized re- 
presentatives fail to settle a dispute, either parly should 
be able to invoke the aid of a govenmient mediator. If 
mediation fails, there should be a full opportunity for a 
voluntarj' arbitration hy an impartial board. If negotia- 
tion and mediation fail and voluntary arbitration is re- 
fused by one or both parties, and if the dispute threat- 
ens serious injury to substantial public interests, there 
should be appointed for tlic government fact-finding 
commission to hear the parties and to make recommen- 
dations for the settlement of the dispute. The law 
should also provide that, during all these procedures 
through which a peaceful settlement should bo sought, 
there shall be no strike or lockout or other dictatorial 
act by either party. 

"What 1 liave been outlining is not a theoretical 
scheme for preserving industrial peace. It is the practi- 
cal way in whch iwa'cc has been preserved on the Ameri- 
can railroads for over 19 years. . . ." 



A Matter of Minutes 

A quarlcr-of-a-mlltion-dollar-firc recently made 
the headlines in a far western community. It resulted 
in the total dcstructon of a flour mill. It was not an 
unusual fire but in summation of the damage, news re- 
ports noted that fifty to sxty thousand bushels of high- 
grade wheat and six box cars on the siding by the mill 
were completely burned. 

Farmers who have sweated throngh a long har- 
vest season can appreciate what the loss of fifty or sixty 
thousand bushels of wheat means In torm.s of labor and 
productive effort. They will recall the arduous task of 
getting the ground ready for planting; the anxous wait- 
ing to see whether the crop would be good or bad; the 
worrying over obtaining crews and getting equipment in 
shape for the tough job of mowing, thrashing, hauling— 
and again, anxiety as the rain clouds of fall loomed 
closer wth each passing hour. Yes, .farmers can appre- 
ciate the loss when a great quantity of grain is destroyed 
by fire. Insurance cannot restore the bodily energy that 
goes into a season's work on a farm, any more than it 
can restore the food lost. 

If we would spend a thousandth part of the effort 
required to create what fire destroys, in preventing fire, 
there would be mighty few fires. Tire can wipe out In a 
few minutes the work of years. By the same token, a few 
minutes diverted to removing hazards can often save 
the work of years.

Preliminary investigation by government experts 
of tax-exempt organizations revealed an annual untaxed 
income of around $3,000,000,000, and untaxed assets pos- 
sibly exceeding $15,000,000,000 in 19*3. The figures are 
probably much higher now. Among the blggait tax 
leaks— not mentioned in the investigations— are the Fe- 
deral government's own tax-exempt business experi- 
ments, including its ventures into electric power pro- 
duction. Its tax-exempt electric projects arc responsible 
for the elimination of many heavily-taxed private elec- 
tric companies which have been unable to withstand 
privileged government competition. 

Here arc «omc of the facts as presented to a Con- 
gressional investigating committee: Taxes paid by pri- 
vately-owned electric utilities in five Northwest states 
exceed the total gross revenue of the Bonneville Power 
Administration which, as Federal selling agent for both 
Grand Coulee and Bonneville, pays no taxes at all; four 
Northwest private utilities, owning property totaling 
$325,539,615 in value, last year paid 312,497,752 in local 
and Federal taxes. Bonneville and Grand Coulee pro- 
perties that cost the nation's taxpayers 8337,811,494, 
paid neither state, federal nor local taxes; Bonneville 
Power Administration in proposing to extend service 
into Idaho, Montana and Utah, where private utilities 
now pay between one and two mllion dollars in each of 
the three states and local taxes. 

Total taxes pad by the 22 private utilities in the 
/five states in 1944 amounted to 527,497,990 of which 
more than $16,000,000 were Federal taxes, while in ex- 
cess of $11,000,000 were loqal and state taxes. In con- 
trast, the entire revenue of the nontaxpaying BonneviUc 
Administration amounted to only $20,893,363. 

This is the secret of government-generated 
"cheap electricity" — tax dodging. 

Representative Lyle Boren of Oklahoma, after 
hearing the above, obscr\'ed: "Taxpayers in my district 
helped pay for those developments, but tlicy get no 
benefit at all. It would seem that local and regional pro- 
jects built at a cost to all the taxpayers of the nation 
should pay the Federal government some return to com- 
pensate for the taxes that the rest of the country has 
had to pay out." The power socialists live in fear of 
such plain logic and will resort to the sheerest deinago- 
gucr>- to avoid facing the issue squarely.

Butterfat Promotes 

Vitamin Development 

The kind of fat consumed in the 
diet may exert an important influ- 
ence upon growth, states the National 
Dair>" Council. This is due to the way 
in which different fats affect the vi- 
tamin producing bacteria in the di- 
gestive tract. This far-reaching con- 
clusion is drawn from experimental 
work in rat feeding published recent- 
ly by Dr. E. B. Hart of the University 
of Wisconsin. 

Different typos of carbohydrates 
were fed lo ten different groups of 
rats. Each of the groups were divid- 
ed, one set receiving corn oil as the 
fat constituent of their diet and the 
other receiving bulterfal. Some of 
the rats in each group received a 
normal vitamin B supply, some a 
high vitamin B supplement and 
others a high vitamin B supplement 
phis liver. 

In nearly all cases, those animals 
receiving butterfat and normal vita- 
min B allowances showed wide atl- 
vantages. Where extra vitamins were 
fed the difference in favor of butter- 
fat fed rats were not so marked, The 
conclusion drawn by Dr. Hart is that 
butterfat in combination with nio.st 
carbohydrate foods encourages the 
growth in the digestive tracts of 
those bacteria which promote the de- 
velopment of the B vitamins.
